midshipman, 


. Dale sailed with Commodoro De- 
catur In the frigate President when 
that noted commander left the 
re- 


mainder of his squaJdron, tho Peacock, 
the. Hornet and the storeshlp Tom 
Bowline, at New York to escape the 
British blockade. His vessel having 
grounded while going to sea, Commo- 
dore Decatur. decided, after proceed- 
ing some distance, to return to port 
for repairs. 
On his way he fell in 


with a sauadron of four British frig- 
ates on January 15, 1815. A terrific 
.engagement followed in which the 
President badly cut up the British 
frigate TSndymlon, forcing her t.i re- 
tire. 
The other three British frig' 


ates, the Majestic, the Porno anil tho 
Tenedos, 
surrounded the 
President 


and finally forced her to surrender, 
but not until twenty-five of her men 
had been killed and slity wounded. 
They were one-quarter of the Presi- 
dent's crew. 


The President was brought by her 


captors to Bermuda and the wounded 
landed at this port. Midshipman Dale 
lost & leg In the battle. H» died at 
Btennett's hotel hero on Thuiaday, 
February 23, 1815. In ozrnounoinc his 
death the Bermuda Royal Gsjctte 
eald; "This young gentleman waa ao- 
verely wounded In the Into engage- 
ment and though sanguine hopes wore 
at first entertained for his/recovery, 
he has fallen another victim in thin

But .it does matter with me. I have 
nothing left to givo to my part and 
ths public. 


"I dare say If I hnfl a theater of 


my own things would be different—I 
would havo my path made clear. But 
the trouble with the stage In Amer- 
ica is Its lack of organization. Them 
is no economy of time. Tou spend a 
great 'doal of time on things that 
should bs dons easily. And you have 
to give too mnch to others—then la 
no esprit do corps. 


"Economy of timo? -Well, we\»i- 


pected to have two weeks' rehearsal 
at the Fulton Theater, but found It 
had been leased for that fortnight to 
a moving picture company. And wo 
had to tako our rohcarsala whore and 
when wo could get thorn.

Therefore the Piedmont Art Gallery, with Its

The more or less famous collection of 


.pictures gathered together through many years by 
(Frank C. Havens, their owner, and Richard It Part- 
lington, curator of the gallery, Is to be scattered 
'here, there and everywhere. 
The canvases—that 


Is, ttie most of them—aro to bo sold to whosoever 
will purchase them; the collection, as a collection, 
will soon be but a cherished memory to .the resi- 
dents of the east bay communities. 


No one knows now where the pictures will go. The 


(majority of them, of course, will be Gold. Many, 
Ihowever, will be kept by Havens. A great many 
'of. tho pictures, aro personal palntlnge; portraits 
jthat are tho work of Partlngton's brush. 
These 


will be retained by Havena, or presented by him to 
'friends and relatives. 
Still others, the pictures with 


'a stronger appeal to tho owner because of nssocia- 
'tlon or because of artistic achievement, will be dealt 
'with similarly. 


But the most of them, hundreds of them, are to 


Ibe sold. Manjr of them have already been disposed 
'of to various persons in this State. Now that it is 
'becoming known that the collection Is to be broken 
:up and disposed of, persons In alf parts of the coun- 
Itry, knowing the worth of some of the pictures 
'hung/ on the Piedmont gallery walls, arc planning 
'to come to Oakland and bid In the desirable con- 
'vases. 


Considerable fame attaches to the Havens pic- 


Itures because of the Russian collection which Is In- 
'cluded. This is the Russian collection of St. Louis 
world's fair fame, the collection which caused Ha- 
vens, Partington, the/late Colonel L" W. Kowalsky. 
'much talked-of San Francisco attorney; one Grun- 
'wald. now deceased, a few of TTncle Sam's customs 
:officials, not to mention tho luckless painters, most 
of them in bleak. Russia, much pain and publicity 
for a period of several years. 


The original collection, when it came into the 


'possession of Havens, had something more than 400 
jpatntings In It. Through various means, this num- 
,ber has been reduced to 162. .These, now In the 
•piedmont gallery, represent the best art works of 
the original collection. A number-of them, many 
of them. In fact, are in high favor with Havens, 
•their owner, and Partington, the gallery curator. 


Tho collection came to this country in 1904, to be 


hung In the Fine Arts Palace at the St. Louis ex- 
position. 
The pictures wcro the property of the 


Individual artists who had painted them. . As Rus- 
sia was not officially represented at this exposition, 
the painter-owners placed their precious canvases 
In the care and charge of Grunwald. 


With the closing of the exposition, Grunwald 


secured the permission of the United States customs 
officials to keep the collection In this country for 
an extended year, duty free.'' But before the ex- 
tended year was at an end trouble arose. As Rus- 
sia had not been officially represented at the expo- 
sition, the question of the payment of duties arose. 


It was at this point that the never-to-be-forgotten 


Colonel Kowalsky entered into the story. 
He en-

"DUTCH TAKE HOLLAND.". • ;|' 


HE trl-color of the Netherlands has been 
hoisted along tho shores of the Zuyder Zee 
to celebrate the fact that "the Dutch have 
taken Holland"; that is, they have re- 
gained possession of most of the territory, 
that the sea wrested from them by tho dis- 
astrous floods of last January. 
. - 
. 


The great breaches that wore torn, in tho dikes 


have at length been securely filled in through'the 
unremitting labor 7of an army of workmen, and big 
suction pumpa driven by high-powered electric mo- 
tors aro pouring 3000 cubic meters of flood, water 
over the sea aide of the embankments every min- 
ute. 
Working day. and night it Is expected they 


will have drained early in May most of the big In- 
land lake that now covers some 35,000 square acres 
of meadow, and surrounds the homes of 20,000 peo- 
ple in the region known as Waterland, to tho north 
of Amsterdam. 


In all, 200,000 cublo, meters of sea water invaded 


The Netherlands during the January storm. -Down 
to a certain level 40,000,000 cubic meters were blown 
by favorable winds back-into the Zuyder Zee and the 
North Sea Canal, but that limit having been reached 
the government and provincial authorities still had 
a small ocean of water to remove by pumps. Regi- 
ments of workmen were first detailed to build emer- 
gency dikes at all the breached points. Tho method 
of accomplishing this was to construct rafts of large 
sheaves of willow twigs, firmly plated together, and 
when these rafts were strong enough to bear tho 
weight of a squad of workmen, they were cemented 
with sand and clay, and finally sunk in the gaps by 
, tipping a load of stones on top of them. In places 
the gaps were forty feet deep. At. Uitdam as many 
as nine such layers of rafts and material had to ba 
sunk before the breaches were filled up. 


While the repair of the dikes was in progress 


miles of electric cable were laid to Monnikendam 
and Uitdam where enormous centrifugal pumps wera 
later mounted, and the country was scoured for 
motors powerful enough to drive the latter, for It 
was out of the question to obtain such motors from 
abroad at the time. 


At Uitdam Is the larvest of the pumps, which has 


three huge pipes, together swallowing a thousand 
cubic meters of water a minute. At numerous other 
places there are smaller pumps, with an aggregate 
of 1120 horsepower, removing threo thousand cubic 
metars of water a minute. Early in May tho North 
Holland countrs'sldo*, that Is, the higher situated 
land, will have been thoroughly drained, though the 
"polders" or basins, calculated to hold 45,000,000 
cubic meters of water, will have to be each separ- 
ately drained, and for this purpose a dozen addi- 
tional pumping stations have boon established. 


The removal of .the water by no moans repairs tho 


flood's effects. 
There nre upwards of 2300 homo- 


steads and other buildings that will have to bo re- 
built and repairer! and thorn i.s The more pnriou.i f;ict 
that tho whole of this asrIcultTir.il inn A will have 
been saturated with salt by the sc;i water. Opinions 
differ Bfl to tho length of time It will tafco to get rid 
of tho salt; but much groun.1 will yield no crop this, 
yftar, find It Is certain that th.- salt will not hava 
been washed nway fn Its rntlrcty for a long timo 
to come,

This little leaven of uniformed rank airiong a

have regarded the course In military scien.ee as a. 
"joke." 
Chafing against the compulsory militnry 


drill. the cadets of the State University have from 
time to'thne"cvldcnced n hostility to this form nf 
non-elective instruction' nnd dlsciplnc. ^Formerly, 


', the prcscrbed course covered three years of bi- 
'. weekly drills. This, as a. concession, was cut to two 


years." Since thcn^'the only cadets who have served 


' for the full four years of their college careers arc 


those who became .officers in their junior and senior 
years. These are the young men who have qualified 
at this commencement for future patriotic service. 


Tn the past there was one valid objection to tho 


( courses of Instruotion. It was alleged with some 


reason that the monotonous round of company, bat- 
talion and regimental drills did not go far enough 
to be of practical value. Such close order evolutions 
did little more than instill tho fundamentals of 
military discipline and precision into tho cadets. A 
few hours each term were devoted to skirmish drills, 
but as the extended order was confined to a re- 
stricted portion of the campus, the experience gained 
In maneuvering in field exercises was practically 
nil. As a rule, the freshman' companies excelled 
during the second term in the school of the com- 
pany and, battalion, for the sophomores, having lost 
Interest, became stale. 


WANING INTEREST. 


The little evidence of "esprit do corps" evinced 


during the first year soon disappeared as the nov. 
elty wore off. At the close of the sophpmore year 
the great majority doffed their uniforms with much 
of the spirit which others Binder compulsion In other , 
state Institutions discard their stripes. 
Only the 


non-commlssloned officers .continued their courses 
In "preparedness." The best qualified of these be- 
came lieutenants and captains In,their senior year 
and were tried out In succession as acting majors, 
lieutenant colonels and colonel in command of bat- 
talions and tire university regiment. 


Something had to be done to make the course.1 


In military science more worth while. Major Nance, 
the nrmy officer detailed as their instructor, made 
a good beginning three years ago by inaugurating a 
series of military field days.

IKDIAXAPOLIS. May 13.—The case of 
The Defective Delinquent" was discussed 


b'eforo the National Conference of Chari- 
ties and Corrections here this evening 
by Edwin U Garvln, Justice of the Court 
of Special Sessions. New York City. Jus- 
tice Garvin said in part: 


"The Ufa of a defective delinquent -who 


la committed to a ,penal Institution ia 
divided Into three periods—before, dur- 
ing and after incarceration. 
It ia a 


question whether a State would act wise- 
ly, either from a philanthropic or eco- 
nomic standpoint,- In permitting defectives 
whose lives lead persistently to crime, to 
have their liberty nfter this has been 
demonstrated; and whether we may not 
properly. In the Interest of everyone, In- 
cluding of course that of tho defectives, 
permanently segregate them to live out 
their Jives in the custody of the'State. 


"Such a plan would involve establish- 


ment of great institutions, 
Industrial 


farms, perhaps, with a psyciatrist con- 
nected ,,with the management of each, 
and with the Inmates required to live reg- 
ular lives, as much In the open as poa- 
fllble. contributing by their labor, each 
according to his capacity, toward the sup- 
port of the place In which he is de- 
tained, thus making him a positive asset, 
to a greater or less extent,-to society 
Instead . of tho actual liability that ho 
remains at the present time."

"This ' war Is helping- tho cause of 


women wonderfully," aha continued. "Wo 
are helping- tho men wtth all our might, 
with all our strength, and, I am sura they 
will appreciate this fact when the war 
Is over. 
Besides, Europe then will ba 


mentally and, spiritually fifty years ahead 
of where it was before tho war started.

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GOVERNOR CALLS LIEUTENANTS 
TO ACCOUNT FOR THE PRIMARY 


SAN FRANCISCANS BREAK LEGS 
WHEN THEY TRY ICE SKATING 


AN FRANCISCO, May 13.— 
The story is that the Governor 
came to San Francisco imme- 
diately the returns were veri- 
fied and proceeded to read the 
riot act. San Francisco was 
the stronghold that was relied 
upon. But every assembly dis- 
trict was lost. That was bad 
enough as to the immediate 
contest, but think of what it 
means as to the next legisla- 


ture!, The Governor without a pack of trained seals 
performing in the legislative halls will be incompe- 
tent, irrelevant and immaterial. The particulafs ofx 


the Governor's wrath are that he wanted, to know 
where Rolph's followers were, what Finn was doing 
while the .play went on and where the boasted fol- 
lowing of Matt Sullivan hid away on that fateful 
Tuesday. There was a bristling question mark as 
to the waterfront brigade, which had been swelled 
to twice its former number with just such emergen- 
cies in view. A good many jc^-holders, it is reported, 
passed unpleasant moments with Hiram, and were 
not able to explain it. As has been set forth on this 
page, there had been a tentative understanding that 
Mayor Rolph was to be appointed Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor as a boost for the Governorship next time, and 
Matt Sullivan was to be made the Mayor. This, of 
course, was on condition that they stood in and that 
their standing in should prove sufficient to carry 
the Earl ticket through to success. This would en- 
able the Governor to get a look-in at Chicago, and to 
retire gracefully from the field here. But the polit-.. 
ical-impotence of the parties of the second part has 
knocked that arrangement in the head. So it will 
be seen that the primary election had farther-reach- 
ing results than may have been generally supposed. 
Secretary Jordan Not Cast Down 


Secretary of State Jordan was in town during the 


week, and to say that he was .downcast would be to 
make an inexact statement of 'a fact. Jordan has 
been the one conspicuous figure on the Republican 
ramparts during the five long years of the party's 
siege. And he has been a target all the time. Th.e 
whole ponderous and ingenious niachinery of the 
State administration has been kept in motion'against 
him. And .there are "none having even a cursory 
knowledge of the conditions during that time who 
will say this machinery was not powerful and far- 
reaching. ;But two Republicans who remained Re- 
publicans were elected in 1910.. The other was W. 
• W. Shannon, State-Printer.' The other officials elect- 
ed at that time are recorded in the Blue Book as Re- 
publicans ; but those of them who were re-elected in 
1914 had their political status changed .to "Prog." It, 
will be remembered that the "Prog." administration 
went after both ,the real Republicans, and managed 
'to "get" the'State-Printer, but not Frank Jordan? He 
successfully withstood all the assaults, and though 
somewhat reduced in-the enjoyments of his. office, 
stuck it out, and is now entitled to have that feeling 
of satisfaction that comes from discomfiting the 
enemy. That 'the people love 'a good fighter is evi- 
denced by the re-election of Jordan in the big Bull 
Moose year of 1914. All the time that he was sub- 
ject to administration attack he managed to give 
some figures showing what was happening to the 
State, and he is loaded with statistics that will now 
have a wider appeal,than any that were produced be- 
fore. 
' 


CrocRer for Committeeman 


The selection of W. H. .Crocker to represent Cali- 


fornia on the national committee of the Republican 
party commands instant approval of all who like to 
see representative men at 'the head of political af- 
fairs. For Mr. Crocker is representative in the very 
best sense of the term. Through the trying period 
of the past five years he remained steadfast to his 
party, but not vindictively so. He maintained a 
poise that makes him acceptable now to all factions. 
He will' command respect and attention in the party 
councils of the nation. His advice will be sought 
and listened to and relied upon. At home the 
faith of those who'were wont to doubt the honest 
rejuvenatio)i of the party will be vastly strength- 
ened. It must be acknowledged that those leading 
the way in this restoration of the party in Califor- 
nia are evincing a determination to avoid-action that 
might justify the charge that individual advantage 
is the end sought. The selection of Crocker is proof 
of that earnest intent. Another proof that may not 
-be so apparent is the-steady-.refusal of gentlemen 
who have been foremost in the fight to accept party 
honors or put themselves in the way of justifying 
in any, degree the charges that they were out for 
something. Political capital has been made in the 
past from charges of this kind, often without justi- . 
fication; but it is the manifest-purpose to see that 
n& grounds are to be created for them in this reor- 
ganization. The present committeeman is Phil Stan- 
ton. It is-something of a surprise that he feels that 
he was "turned down.!' His intimate friend, Judge 


. Bordwel], was made chairman of the delegation, so 


there could have been no dark conspiracy against 
Stanton. But his disappointment is understood to 
be of _ proportions to have reached the point of 
threats of reprisals. There has been no purpose in 
any of the proceedings to thwart worthy ambitions 
or to ignore obvious merit; and the idea has every- 
where obtained that the justness and wisdom of 
whatever action was decided on would commend 
themselves to all concerned. That is about all you 
can get anybody to say about Stanton and his dis- 
appointment. 


Figures of the Primary 


A study of the primary vote of this city is inter- 


esting, as it discloses in a considerable degree the 
iaiosyncracies of voters. The total of the ballots 
cast was 48,150, of which the Republicans cast 34,- 
193, the Democrats 10,616 and Progressives 1800. 
The registration was1 118,980. W. H. Crocker re- 
ceived the highest Republican vote, Francis V. Kees- 
ling next. -The women on this ticket ran about 2000 
behind these lenders,'and something behind all'oth- 
ers.- The top and bottom of the ticket came out 


strong. In the Earl ticket Moses Gunst was most 
fancied, though Alden Anderson and John A. Brit- 
ton showed up well. Earl'fared 692 better than Mar- 
guerite Ogden, both coming from Alameda county, 
but not as well by 1469 as Britton, who was a former 
popular resident of the transbay county. Senator 
Phelan received the highest vote on the Democratic 
ticket, 10,465, though John E. Raker, Denver S. 
Church and William Kettner, all Congressmen, ran 
him close. The ladies here also ran behind the gen- 
tlemen, which tendency appears to suggest that- 
there are some who have not got used to it yet. This 
doesn't hold good of the Progressive ticket, how- 
ever, though analysis of this vote isn't profitable. 
The negligible showing of the Progressives empha- 
sizes the fact that as a political party they have dis- 
appeared. The fact that every assembly district 
was carried by regular Republicans suggests that in- 
terest now centers in the next legislature. A thor- 
ough rehabilitation and emancipation of that body 
appears to be assured. 
Where Are They At ? 


There has not been any gloating by Republicans 


-over the election, and every one has agreed that it 
is not good form to say or do anything that will in- 
terfere with the~digestion of the meat from the fat- 
ted calf; but there has been some curiosity as to per- 
sonages that were much to the fore but a little while 
back. There is Heney—in the h'eat of things it is 
interesting to inquire about him. He was the real 
starting point of everything. Where is Heney? That 
is to say, where is Heney politically, oratorically 
ind vocally? And where is that senatorial ambi- 
tion that festered but a little so recently? Meyer 
Lissner—the last that was heard of him was regard- 
, ing the fifty-fifty proposition. But in the subse- 
quent proceedings he figured not at all and now not 
a bubble rises to the surface to indicate his where- 
abouts. Meyer was the large thing in that other 
time. 
Chester Rowell has confined his utterances 


since the fateful Tuesday to certain pedantic reflec- 
tions that may be described as singing pianissimo. 
•And even the Governor himself has not deigned to 
give out for publication anything, that adds either 
to the interest or comfort of the afflicted. 
The 


smaller fry that swarmed up when there was "some-; 


• thing going around has been dispersed completely; . 


and the crowd of new converts who made such an un- 


_ timely appearance upon the scene just as things were 


about .to' collapse have withdrawn within themselves 
in a manner that forbids intrusion. There ought to 
be some expression from Al McCabe, at least, he be- 
ing so completely and palpably on the job. There are 
a lot of people who. might give expression to their, 
feelings with relief to themselves, perhaps, and with 
interest to-the general populace, certainly. While 
there is no disposition to gloat, there, is some curios- 
ity as to how some of. these parties feel. 
Petitions for Another Court 


They are circulating/out at the qity hall, petitions 


for the formation of another appellate court. If suf- 
ficient legal signers are secured, the proposition will ' 
be put up to the voters at the general election.. There 
are three appellate.courts already. There has been 
no cry of distress from either, nor any representation 
from anybody that the interests of litigants are suf- 
fering from congested dockets in these'courts. The 
Supreme Court is behind and overworked; but an- •' 
other appellate court would not-relieve it greatly. Ap- 
pellate judges are state officials, and whether there 
are more or less.of them is not strictly a city matter; . 
but the move to provide more judges has its initiative 


" here, and the judiciary in general, and of this city 


in particular, may be discussed in this connection. 
The judicial job has come to be looked upon here, a 
.good deal as a private snap. The local bench' has ' 
been added to and added to until.it is formidable in 
point of numbers. There are sixteen superior judges 
who get $6000 a year apiece; four police judges who 
get,$3600 each; five justices of the peace who get 
§3600 each; besides six court commissioners. Each 
judge has a clerk at $1500 a year, and a shorthand' 
reporter^at $10 a day. A layman 'may not with effect 
set up-'as'authority, on court matters, perhaps, but 
measured by other vocations it doesn't seem a severe 
thjng to say the superior judges are not overworked. 
Not half of them are close on their jflbs for - more 
than an hour or two a day. This may be due in part 
to the rules, and in part to the ethics of the bar, but 
it is a fact that few of the judges find the confine- 
ment close. A superior judgeiship is a most comfort- 
able billet for the mediocre attorney; a police judge- 
ship is a sinecure, and a justiceship is a snap. In such 
an atmosphere it is not surprising.that the move- 
ment should start for the- creation of another depart- 
ment of justice. 
Big' Office Building's 


A popular idea is that that the Mills' building, is 


' chock-a-block all the time, with a waiting list of per- 
sons anxious to become tenants; but as a matter of 
fact it is 88 per cent rented. The best occupied of- 
fice building in the city is said to be the Merchants' 
Exchange, which is some 92 per cent rented. It is 
said by a person familiar with office buildings that 
the Merchants' Exchange is the best managed build- 
ing in the city. The Mills is much affected by at- 
torneys, on account of its library. The Hobart build- 
ing is some better than half full, but it is new and 
its occupancy will be gradual. Managers, of largo 
office buildings make systematic effort to'get desir- 
able tenants. These are offered inducements in va- 
rious ways, such as fitting up for the particular busi- 
ness of the occupant. •, Every office building man- 
ager who is up-to-date keeps track of desirable ten- 
ants and is posted as to impending changes and other 
particulars. Whenever a change is about to take 
place he is right on the job, presenting his induce- 
ments and the advantages of his building. And when 
a good paying tenant is secured, nothing is neglected 
that will tend to keep him satisfied. When the 
Southern Pacific Company leaves the Flood building 
for that new building which it designs erecting on 
lower Market street there will be another immense 
office structure to fill. But it will necessitate a 
grea't deal of interior reconstructing before it be- 
comes adaptable for general office occupancy. The 
Southern Pacific Company may not move, however, 
for some time, as it is not to build at present if the 
cost is abnormally high—and materials have gone 


jup a big per cent since the commission for plans were 
given to the architects, while labor is subject to new 
demands almost every week. In fact, the cost of 
building Class-A structures is now so high that few 
large, high-class structures are not likely to be built 
as investments for the time being. 
Acoustics and Janitors « 


The new auditorium is evidently not proving the 


toon that was expected. In the first place, the 
acoustics are bad. But that is a matter that can't be 
calculated upon. It is well-known there are no archi- 
tectural rules that will assure this quality in a hall. 
They have been tinkering ever since the great build- 
ing was finished to get it so the sounds will not criss- 
cross and confuse the ear, and they haven't succeed- 
ed yet. But now there is complaint that might be 
remedied. With all the high-salaried janitors and 
assistants, the building is not managed in a way to 
properly meet the uses for which it was erected. At 
the recent symphony concert conducted by Damrosch 
the performance was delayed a half hour because of 
the incompetency of the hall management. The jan- 
itors had not arranged the seats with reference to 
the seating scheme, and the ushers got confused, so 
that it took a long timte to straighten things out, and 
they never were straightened out.to everybody's sat- 
isfaction. When people start out for an evening's 
enjoyment, very few of them are-so constituted that 
' they can turn philosopher and look.pleasant while 
confusion prevails about seats which they had en- 
gaged ahead for the very purpose of avoiding con-" 
fusion. There has been a great deal published about 
who should have the job of bossing things at the au- 
ditorium and draw down the $300 per month that 
was fixed by the Board of Works for the incumbent; 
but in the discussions the crux has always been as 
to where the "patronage" should go, and not as to 
what is desirable to insure the best use of the great 
public utility. Incidentally it is interesting to know 
that the great organ has not yet been installed. It 
remains in Festival Hall at the exposition grounds. 
There is a controversy over the funds'and plans for 
its installation. - 
• 


The BarKer Nuisance 


The boards and chambers and societies and com- 


mittees in general, and the great mass of citizens in 
particular, are able to judge of the moving force of 
oublic opinion with the present city control in the 
barker nuisance at the ferry. Year after year this 
annoyance to ourselves and shame to our city was 
permitted to go on. Then, in an unguarded moment, • 
as.it appears now; an ordinance was passed putting 


• in- end to it. There was instant rejoicing, it was 
believed that at last an ancient shame, had been 
abolished. It was not imagined, that there would be 
recession from that action. But here-we are with a 
complete reversal. And this despite, the overwhelm- 
. ing. protest. How much weight this overwhelming 
protest carried was .illustrated by-the vote restoring 
the' -former 'deplorable order of things. . The vote 
was. unanimous. Not a single supervisor had the 
fear of the citizen who did not want pandemonium to 
prevail-in a. place where everybody, at one time or 
another, has to pass. But they did have .the 'fear of 
the very few who profit by this uproar and discom- 
fort. It was. set forth in the discussions that the 


. barkers will henceforth conform to'the most genteel 


manner, and not pursue their prey in the old savage' 
way; but there is nothing in the ordinance to assure, 
that moderation, and we have only to remember the 
class of those who engage in that sort of business 
to fall at once a prey to doubt. 
Rails Across the ParK 


.. 
.Without being very familiar with the matter 


there is a pronounced public sentiment against a 
railroad crossing Golden Gate Park except in the 
manner prescribed by the Park Commission. The - 
people are very jealous of their park. The Board of 
Supervisors have discussed and decided to cross at 
-Tenth avenue, regardless of''the sanction of the com- 
mission. The rights of the matter may be tested in 
court; certainly they will have vigorous attention . 
upon the return of Commissioner Metson, who has 
been for years the insuperable obstacle to the in- 
vasion and desecration of this great public pleasure 
ground. It is considered unfortunate that he is not 
here now, and it is hoped by the many who regard 
the park as almost sacred terra firma that he will 
be on the job before it is too late to be effective. 
Aeroplanes for China 


Leon Friedman of Boston, who has been for some 


time in the Orient in the interest of aviation enter- 
prises in general and as manager of Aviator Niles in 
particular, arrived in town during the week and de- 
parted for the east on Thursday. He carries with 
him important commissions from -the Chinese gov- 
ernment, among which are orders for a fleet of aero- 
planes, a battery of aerial engines and other equip- 
ment in keeping. Which suggests the steady inflow 
of western ideas in the flowery land and the effort 
that is being made to keep up to date, notwithstand- 
ing unstable conditions prevailing in the republic. 
Friedman's mission is not only important, but in- 
forming. 
Hard Sledding' for Hotels 


The published reports of hotel troubles have not 


been many, but the troubles themselves have been 
quite numerous. Naturally, not every one likes.his 
troubles to appear in print. The closing of the Sut- 
ler Hotel was very much of a surprise, for it is of a 
good class and in an eligible location. The threat- 
ened closing of the Turpin was also a surprise, as it 
is in a most advantageous location and was supposed 
to be doing a flourishing business. The sudden 
stripping of the Chancellor is said to have been due 
to a miscalculation. The landlord applied for a re- 
duction in rent, representing that he could not make ' 
out under the terms that prevailed. He was told to 
pay up and vacate within three days. He did better 
than that, vanishing in one night, with his belong- 
ings, very much to the discomfiture of the owner, 
who had apparently been under the impression that 
such suddenness could not be negotiated. The land- 
lord of a large hotel on Eddy street was paying a 
rental of S8.50 per room. He came to a poiht where 
he found that rate impossible. The agent had no 
authority to make it less. The landlord appealed to 


Sutro, the owner, in the east. Sutro wired a special 
agent to investigate and report. The special agent 
advised that the rent be lowered to $6 per room, 
which advice was taken. The reports of hotel fail- 
ures really are not a symptom of hard times so 
much as the result of abnormal rentals, established 
for the exposition and maintained after the exposi- 


" tion had become a thing of the past. Not only were 
rents put up, but a great deal of building was done, 
more than would have resulted had there been none 
but normal patronage to count upon. Many land- 
lords built under extravagant conditions and feel 
that they are only trying to get a fair return for 
the money; but the hotels would have to be full con- 
tinually to stand it, and no hotel of moderate class 
enjoys such fortune as that. 
BroKen Leg's Galore 


Ice skating has been open to the general public 


two weeks, and is more a society stunt than a di- 
version of hoi polloi. Those who have indulged in it 
are the comparative few instead of the multitude; 
yet four -persons have broken their legs in the pre- 
carious pastime. Two of these are recounting their 
experiences while being mended at Fairmont Hospi- 
tal. Ice is so very foreign to this climate, except in 
potables, that those who have not brought experi- 
ence .with them and take liberties with it at a rink, 
are very likely to come to grief. The fact that ice 
skating is not so easy to learn, and that it is not 
likely to be as common as ragging, makes it popular 
among the polo class.

It Is Different Already 


There are some who can see a stiffening of official 


and judicial backbones already. In all the history of 
San Francisco there has not been a period when the 
pull was as potent as during the last five years, and 
that is saying something, indeed. People who wanted 
something that they could not get- in a regular way; 
nobodys who aspired to office; legislative candidates 
who were notoriously unfit; cranks with, political 
panaceas and also tne ability to further the personal 
interests of the party at the top, and officials who 
had worked themselves into a mess, did not appeal 
in vain, did not fail of assistance. The instance that 
leads a good -many to believe the official pull is not 
as potent as it was is the outcome of inquiries into 
the action of a .member of the grand jury and a 
"truant" officer, chasing a girl into her home and 
there performing in a 'way that brought them 
into print and into court. Now I venture to say . 
that a year ago an appeal might have been made 
in certain quarters and machinery started that would 
have relegated all inquiry in such case to the limbo 
of pigeon-hole dust. The parties who were accused 
would have come through with shining reputations. 
But there is a different feeling'in the air and nobody 
so quick to catch it as those charged with public" 
duties. Consequently, one of the men who chased 
the-girl has been summarily dismissed from, the 
grand jury,..and the other,,an attached the sheriff's 
office and assigned to the duty of rounding- up tru- 
ants—of all duties a very discriminating assignment 
for such a person—has been suspended and will be 
tried.

A CENTURY OP THE BIBLE. 


On the book review page of this issue of The 


TRIBUNE will be found a notice of "The Cen- 
tennial History of the American Bible Society." 
The proceedings and work of the society are set 
forth in the two volumes comprising the history 
' in sober, dispassionate figures. They fail to drive 
home with appropriate force the realization that 


t the century of spreading Christianity just closed 


was the most important in Christianity's history. 
t There are older Bible societies than the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, and one hundred years is no 
great part.of the life of the Bible, but no other 
society has performed such prodigious work. This 
is largely due to the fact that widespread, sys- 
tematf missionary endeavor is of comparatively 
recent origin; and there is ground for informative 
discussion as to what extent the American Bible 
Society contributed to invigorating this active, 
modern phase of Christianity and to what extent 
it was merely . co-worker in it. 


In May, 1816, a few gentlemen met in New York 
City and consolidated into a national agency the 
various State societies for the dissemination ol 
the Scriptures. They were men of affairs who 
cherished the same'love of the Book that moved 
their forefathers to leave intolerant Europe for 
the freedom of the New World. Their aim'was 
to perform educational, not sectarian, labor. The 
first president of the society was Elias Boudinot, 
who had been president of the Continental Con- 
gress. In 1783, in that capacity, he signed the 
ratification of the treaty of peace with Great 
Britain. 


The men-who have given theirfefforts to carry- 


ing out the alms of the society have been of the 
same high-minded quality as President Boudinot. 
They' have labored for the preservation of Bible 
text purity, and for placing1 it in as many hands 
as possible in this country and abroad and in as 
many languages as possible^ In the century of 
the society's existence one hundred million copies 
of the Bible have been distributed. Last year six 
million copies were issued. The society has 
known no schism nor any sects. To every race 
and land of the earth it has been carried,as a 
symbol and a.part of Christian civilization. 


For the second century of its work the Amer- 


ican Bible Society can do well to' duplicate the 
work of its first century, and we wish for it a 
full realization of the words of President Wilson: 


"In proportion as men yield themselves 'to the 


kindly light of the Gospel they are bound to- 
gether in bonds of mutual understanding and 
assured peace." 


MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT.' 


Denver, Colorado, at a special election last 


Tuesday, repudiated the charter form of city gov- 
ernment, which had been on trial only two years, 
and went back to the" old system of a mayor and 
city councilmen. Inasmuch as the newspapers 
and civic organizations made, a vigorous fight 
against the restoration of the old system, it;is to 
be presumed that some nine thousand more than 
a.majority of the voters were convinced that the 
charter form was not the thing for. Denver. 


It is.not logical to believe, however, that this 


conclusion was justified by an experiment of only 
two years, nor is'it reasonable'to assume that the 
system was so much to blame for any alleged 
shortcomings as were the meiT.the Denver elec- 
torate chose to conduct the government under 
the charter. 


At the same time it is quite..obvious that,a 


decided reaction has set in in many sections of 
the country against certain modern systems and 
features of municipal government. During the 
last few months scores of cities have turned 
down municipal ownership-propositions. Whit- 
tier, California, defeated a water bond issue by 
a vote of four to one .Two'tjtah cities have sold 
their- municipal lighting plants to private oper- 
ators. Municipal ownership has been defeated in 
Oklahoma, Nebraska, Missouri, Illinois, South 
Dakota, Wisconsin, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Ohio, Kansas,, Texas, Iowa and Arkansas cities. 
The Ohio legislature has passed a.law preventing 
nunicipally-owned utilities from making up their 
.osses by direct taxation, which municipal owner- 
ship advocates look upon as a great misfortune. 


There have been failures at operation of public 


utilities by municipalities, it is true. But we be- 
ievedt would be an egregious error to draw from 
these the conclusion that it is generally impos- 
sible for a city successfully to own and operate a 
public utility. There is no intrinsic reason why a 
city should not do just as well at conducting its 
business as a corporation, may. Nearly all fail- 
ures, if not quite all, can be traced to lack of 
efficiency in administration. 
Something was 


wrong in the equipment installed,' incompetent 
hands were set to conduct the business, negli- 
gence in keeping the utility in good repair so as 
to render perfect seWice, and a dozen other 
wholly unavoidable reasons account for the dis- 
satisfaction and the abandonment of the enter- 
prise. 


Another cause for the distrust of municipal 


ownership projects is the active publicity cam- 
paign conducted against them by the private 
utility interests.1 At present a magazine is being 
published and widely circulated in the interest of 
private operators of utilities-^'to state their side 
of the case"—in which alleged weaknesses of 
municipal ownership is exploited. 


Citizens in urban communities should not'be 


deceived by these methods nor be led to give 
undue importance to the failings of other cities, 
iharter and other modern systems of govern- 


ment and municipal ownership should be put to 
a fairer and severer test. But it should also be 
constantly borne in mind that any "paper" system 
of business or government can only be worked 
out successfully by competent and honest admin- 
.strators. The new systems of government re- 
quire a higher type of public official than the old 
system. To put the new system in charge of the 
old system official is to invite failure. Respon- 
sibility for success, therefore, ultimately rests on 
the voters, who are charged with electing the 
best available men to conduct their public bus!-.

THE ELIZABETH'S GREAT GUNS. 


The Queen Elizabeth, Britain's super- 


dreadnaught, which distinguished herself 
In the attack on Constantinople, carries 
the largest guns which have ever been 
placed aboard a battleship. They ore of 
\nfteen-Inch caliber, and possess distinct 
advantages over the thlrteen-and-one- 
half-lnch guns with which the largest 
British battleships Imve hitherto been 
equipped and which are the largest guns 
usually found in const defense batteries. 
The fifteen-Inch guns throw a projectile 
weighing nearly a ton, which vrill piece 
thick armor at a rang«M>f ten miles. The 
Queen Elizabeth and her new sister ships 
can stay outside the* range of a battleship 
or shore battery equipped with smaller 
guns and hatter them to pieces. ' Tho 
largest guns In the German navy are 
twelve-inch. 
Tho newer ships in the 


United States Navy carry fourteen-Inch 
guns, as will throe ships now under con- 
struction for the Russian 
Navy. The 


newest French battleships are 
being 


equipped with thirteen-and-one-half-Inch 
guns.—The American Boy.

Charles Mumehachl Kamcoica, a well-to- 
do Japanese, who was found dead in bed 
at 128 North Son Pedro street, April 30, 
a:few days after he had taken out .a $10.- 
000 Insurance policy, naming his wife as 
beneficiary. 


Bo 
Coroner Hartwell was forced to 


sign a death certificate, and a few hours 
later Kameoka's widow, a frail little Jap- 
anese woman, stood on the steps or the 
Los .Angeles Crematory, and scattered 
handful of ashes to the wind. These were 
tho ashes of her husband, and she had 
carried out his last .wish. 


The day before the same^Uttle woman 


had stood In.tlib same place'.and scat- 
tered In the wind a handful. of human 
ashes. They were the ashes of her hus- 
band's brother, who, a few flays after the 
death of her husband, was found hang- 
ing by the neck In a barn at'El Monte. 
The death was pronounced as suicidal, 
but the widow claimed to know of 
reason for the act. 


And thus has been placed a seal upon 


what is the first case In the local county 
records where science has been baffled 
and a death certificate signed when the 
cause of death, was unknown. 
INSURANCE PAYMENT WITHHELD. 


Officials of the Great Republic Life In-

That the man may have met death 


through the agency of some subtle Ori- 
ental poison unknown-to American scien- 
tists, which leaves behind no trace, was 
admitted to be possible. If such waa the 
case, it was also declared, the poison 
might have been administered to him by 
an outslda agency. Perhaps, theorize the 
authorities, the brother who hanged him- 
self had knowledge of value and died so 
that he would not be forced to reveal 
what he knew.

When Ka- 
meoka waa founU dead, other Japanese 
in the rooming house summoned a Jap-

This physician later discovered that he 


should not have signed .the certificate 
without having notified the coroner. Ac- 
cordingly, four days later, he hurried to 
that official.

The man appeared to have been In the 
best of health. 


CHEMISTS Al-SO BAFFLED. 


The vital organs were then turned <. 


to t)r. Maas and CJty Chemist Miller for 
analysis for traces of poison.

days they were subjected to testa, but 
no reactions for poison were found. 


Dr. Wagner stated that the fact that 


the body had been embalmed, while it 
hampered Investigation, would hardly re- 
move all trace of poison from tho body 
if poison had been administered, he safd:

Fabric of Casing 


C. TV. BrodericK of Imperial Garage 


and Supply Company, local selling: agent 
for the Mlchelin Tire Company, says thaj.

part of an,automobile tire in insignificant, 
but Its effect, on the canvas is serious. 


TVhen cotton fabric Is left in a moist 


atmosphere, such ns on the floor of a 
damp cellar, for example. It is not long 
before j spots and stains make their ap- 
pearance. Such stafns denote the pres- 
ence of minute destructive growths or 
tiny mushroom organisms, the action of 
which reduces the fabric to mould. The 
same I? true of wall paper hung In/a damp 
room; eventually the paper will fall from 
the walls. 


The application of these experiments to 


automobile tires Is easily followed. 


Sometimes a casing will blow dut sud- 


denly, perhaps when the car Is being 
used for the first time In the spring, the 
cause being weakness resulting from the 
decay of canvas. 


In order to judge tho seriousness of 


such damage. It must be determined 
whether the canvas of the tread only haa 
been affected, for In that case the tire 
can be retreaded and restored to thor- 
oughly serviceable condition. If the body 
canvas of the casing IB aJTected, as well 
OP the trend. It hecnmes necessary to 
have the cawing completely rebuilt.
